If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the 
next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 9-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being unclear for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 9, lines 6-7, the modules having walls 'supported between each 
other', is unclear. The claim also recites the containers being moved 'in a 
controlled fashion'. It is unclear whether or not any controller is intended. See 
also claims 10 and 11, with respect to controlling the arm, and claim 13, with 
respect to controlling the drive motor. 

In claim 16, the belt of a container located on the same level as 'the 
corresponding support shelf, is unclear. Which one of the plurality of shelves, 
and in what connection, should be considered as 'corresponding to the single 
belt? 

Allowable Subject Matter 
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4. Claims 9-16 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include 
all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The closest prior art, Stylli et al. (US 5985214), Disclose a storage module / 
container (Figure 3) comprising shelves 160, robotic arm 150, conveyor belt 170 
and passages in the walls. Slidably mounted walls connected by rails / guides 
and rollers, are also well known (see, for example, Col. 1, lines 12-20 of Roth et 
al., US 6250730). However, the prior art fails to teach, or fairly suggest a modular 
structure comprising a plurality of such containers slidably attached to each 
another, as recited in claim 9.
